WEEKLY REVIEW. 


The money market has been unsettled. 
Call money advanced to 5 per cent. on Mon- 
day, fell later to 2 per cent. and on Friday 
advanced sharply to 6 per cent., but closed 
at4 percent. The average for the week was 
3% per cent, Time money closes at 
4 per cent. for 30 days, and 4 per cent 
for 60 days, 4% per cent. for ninety days to 
four months and 5 per cent. for longer 
periods. 

Commercial paper has been in less demand 
and suppiies are abundant and increas- 
ing. Rates are 5 per cent. for 60 to 90 days 
endorsed bills receivable, 544@6 per cent. for 
4 months commission house names, and 
6@6% for good single names having 4 to6 


months to run. Following are the rates of

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DEPRESSION IN BRIMSTONE. 

According to a recent statistical 
statement the shipments of brimstone 
to the United States in 1892 were 13,- 
070 tons less than those of the preced- 
ing year, and 22,200 tons less than in 
1890, This steady and heavy shrink- 
age of exports from Sicily to this 
country clearly demonstrates the 
effect of the great inroads that is being 
made ih the brimstone business by 
pyrites, for there is no gainsaying 
the fact that the consumption of sul- 
phuric acid is increasing, and in- 
creasing rapidly,in the United States, 
and that the demand for raw material 
is growing in proportion. As this 
country has been by far the largest 
user of brimstone in the past, the de- 
creasing consumption here is barely 
made up by the larger orders from 
other countries. The totalshipments 
to all parts of the world, while some 
16,300 tons heavier than in 1891, were 
over 33,000 tons less than in 1890. 

The diminished consumption in the 
United States has had a considerable 
effect upon prices in the primary mar- 
ket, though it must be considered as 
but one of anumber of causes contrib- 
uting tothecurrent depression. The 
heavy stock of 175,300 tons, held 
in Sicily on January ist has been a 
burden, which, under the changed 
financial conditions in Sicily caused 
by the recent Italian bank troubles, 
was too great for the holders to bear. 
Being unable to get from the banks 
the usual advances, which, in pre- 
vious dull periods, enabled them to 
carry the stock until buyers came up 
to their figures,the holders have been 
compelled to sell on terms made by 
the buyers. Consequently for some 
time past it has been possible to buy 
prompt shipments at much lower 
prices than would be accepted for 
more distant shipments. 

During December and early Jan- 
uary very large purchases of January 
shipments were made for American ac- 
countat from twenty-two and aquarter 
to twenty dollars for seconds, the 
total quantity shipped during last 
month amounting to fifteen thousand 
tons, or nearly twenty per cent. of 
the entire quantity sent here last 
year. The Sicilian market is now 
suffering from the reaction following 
such large purchases, and recently 
business was done there for imme- 
diate shipment at nineteen and a 
quarter dollars for seconds, and 
eighteen and a half dollars for thirds, 
If, however, late cable advices from 
Sicily are confirmed it is probable 
that the limit of the decline has been 
reached, and it is even possible that 
slightly better prices may prevail for 
a time, but it is quite evident that no 
great improvement in the demand 
can be expected until the stock now 
in sight has been disposed of. 
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SCARCITY OF NITRATE OF SODA, 


For the first time in the history of 
the trade the spot market is practi- 
cally bare of supplies of nitrate of 
soda, the available stock at this writ- 
ing being less than five hundred bags, 
It ig true that powder manufacturers 
have considerable supplies, some of 
which it has been taought they might 
be induced to part with at the high 
prices lessfortunate consumers have 
been willing to pay, but it is evident 
that they have no intention of releas- 
ingany partof their holdings. The 
first relief, therefore, the market can 
experience must be from the arrival 
of the Varuna with the thirteen thou- 
sand bags. This vessel has already 
been out over one hundred and four- 
teen days, and although no fears are 
entertained for her safety, it is uncer- 


tain when she will arrive. Littleif 


any of the stock she carries has been 
sold yet and the owners are disposed 
to hold on to it until she gets here. 
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The vessel following her is the West- 
ern Monarch which has been out 
ninety-six days, and has not been 
heard of since she was spoken at the 
equator on January 23d. She will add 
fifteen thousand bags to the supply 
when she arrives. 


Should these vessels be delayed 
much longer the situation will be 
anything but comfortable for a large 
number of consumers, some of whom 
are now absolutely without supplies. 
In Boston and Philadelphia some 
stock is procurable, but there is not 
much of it, and it is held at high 
prices. The European markets seem 
to be almost as badly off as we are, 
and according to late cables prices 
there arerapidly advancing. Conse- 
quently there is no prospect of im- 
porting from Europe. 

Since the above was written the 
stringency has been relieved by the 
arrival of two vessels, the Varuna 
and the Eudora, The last named 
ship made a quick trip, and arrived 
much sooner than expected. Between 
them they bring about 3,000 tons. 
Consequently the market has eased 
off, and as there are cther vessels due 
soon, the threatened famine has been 
entirely averted. 
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THE ADVANCE IN EG@ ALBUMEN, 


For some time past,as our market 
reports have shown, there has been a 
steady improvement in egg albumen. 
The advance in quotations is due not 
so much tv an increase in consump- 
tion as to a decrease in the supply. 
Various are the causes that have con- 
tributed to bringing about this condi- 
tion. In the first place, and this is 
no doubt the fundamental or real 
cause of the scarcity, the consumption 
of egg yelks has fallen off to such an 
extent that manutacturers of egg al. 
bumen have found it next to im- 
possible to put their product on 
the market at such a price 
as would not be considered excessive 
by the consumer and still leave a 
profit forthem. The decline in the 
use of egg yelks has been going 
on steadily for a series of years past, 
and as makers of albumen have not 
realized a satisfactory profit it is 
only natural that they should now 
seek to get higher prices in order to 
recoup past losses. 


At the present time there is little 
or no available spot supply of egg 
albumen, but though there is some 
on the way dealers see no reason why 
they should make concessions, as the 
cost to import is as high as at other 
times and consumers are in need of 
supplies. The present stock, which 
is held. largely in England, 
is of an inferior quality, and 
although many attempts have 
been made to palm it off as 
prime, yet in most cases the inferior- 
ity was detected and the goods re- 
turned; but now, in the dearth of 
other supply, the holders will prob- 
ably find a ready market for it in the 
near future. 


While the present prices are not 
higher than they have been on simi- 
lar occasions, in fact not so high, as 
four years ago during asimilardearth 
in supplies, the price rose rapidly, 
and at seventy-five cents it founda 
ready market. 

Another cause that helped to de- 
plete the supply was the mandate is- 
sued by the Ozar of Russia forbidding 
the manufacture of egg albumen dur- 
ing the time that cholera raged. 


While the demand for egg yelks 
has decreasel, this has been accel- 
erated by the fact that leather man- 
ufacturers in Spain and Southern 
France, whe once found these egg 
yelks indispensable, have, through 
recent discoveries, been enabled to 
dispense with their use, 





JANUARY PETROLEUM STATISTICS, — 


The complete statements of the sev- 
eral pipe lines show the statistical sit- 
uation to have gained in strength 
during the first month of the year, 
and eonfirm the estimates we have 
made as to the probable reduction in 
stocks, A noteworthy feature of the 
statement, which will be foundin full, 
with comparisons, on another page, 
is the continued large deliveries, they 
having been larger than during any 
month previous to 1892, and exceeded 
only by those of last December. This, 
next to the decrease in stocks, is the 
most bullish feature of the monthly 
statement. The effect of this show- 
ing has been to stiffen the price of 
pipe line certificates, but the advance 
has not been important, and the in- 
fluence the January statement was 
expectel to exert has doubtless been 
modified by the incoming of several 
important wells and the indications 
which give promise of an increase in 
production during the present month, 
A comparison of the statistical situa- 
tion at the close of January with that 
of a year ago shows that although 
the stocks are larger by nearly one 
million barrels, a marked increase 
in strength has developed. A year 
ago the stocks were and had 
been increasing, while the ship 
ments were decreasing, and yet the 
speculative market for certificates 
rules considerably lower than it did a 
year ago. Itis difficult to speculate 
as to the probable condition a month 
hence as the situation in the fields is 
one of uncertainty, while it is uncer- 
tain whether the deliveries will keep 
up to their present average. The to- 
tal stocks of Pennsylvania and Ohio 
oils amounts to a total of 35,213,937 
barrels, and taking last year’s con- 
sumption as the basis for an esti- 
mate this would make a supply 
of lessthan nine months. Although 
the total amount of stocks appears 
large, yet when the enormous con- 
sumption is taken into account it is 
seen that the stocks cannot be re- 
garded as excessive or likely to prove 
burdensome. 

The runs during January reached a 
total of 2,385,514 barrels, which shows 
a decrease from the December runs 
of 153,754 barrels. The daily average 
during January was 76,977 barrels, 
while that during December was 84,- 
964 barrels. Compared with January 
last year there was a decrease of 558.- 
151 barrels. The average monthly 
runs during last year was 2,728,600 
barrels, showing the January runs to 
fallshortof this by 34 ,986 barrels. 
The shipments during January 
reached a total of 2,951,832 barrels, 
which shows a decrease from the 
previous month of 15,089 barrels, but 
as the December deliveries were the 
highest on record this decrease is un- 
important, in fact in previous years 
January has always shown a decrease 
from thatof December. The average 
of the monthly deliveries during 1892 
was 2,541,845 barrels, and the excess 
of the January deliveries was there- 
fore 409,287 barrels. This featuré of 
the monthly etatistical report is highly 
gratifying as showing the increased 
foreign consumption, despite the ex- 
traordinary efforts being made to sup- 
plant the American by the Russian 
product in all the markets of the old 
world. The net stocks at the close of 
January amounted to 16,858,440 bar- 
rels, showing the deerease during the 
month to have reached 536,949 bar- 
rels. The decrease has now béen 
unbroken since last September, and 
although the stocks are larger by 
955,972 barrels than they were at the 
close of January last year, they were 
at that time steadily increasing, and 
the situation is therefore much 
stronger, and warrants the expecta- 
tion of a higher market.

These packets will be sold at all public 
offices in the interior of the districts 
such as the police stations, —— 
dispensaries and post offices. end- 
ing the elaboration of the scheme, 
the packets will at present be sold at 
the post offices only, and the post- 
masters will be paid a small commis- 
sion on the sale. 


A little microscopic mite, belonging 
to tyroglyphide, of some of the en- 
tomologists, is not unfrequently found 
upon vanilla beans. A few of these 
were examined as appearing on a lot 
of old beans not long since, and they 
did not very greatly differ from what 
Hassall classifies as acarus eacchari, 
the sugar-mite. The outside of these 
beans looked perfect, but ‘‘on opening 
the bundles they presented a different 
appearance from the outside ones, 
and the odor was different.’’ They 
also appeared full of white specks and 
quenced crumbly. These minute in- 
sects resemble the itch insect. It is 
said that persons handling old beans 
are frequently attacked with adisease 
very much resembling the itch, and 
this parasite is the cause of it. They 
burrow under the skin and produce 
all the symptoms ofitch. .

PETROLEUM NOTES. 





Another big oil vein struck near 


Toledo, Ohio, started flowing from a 
well on the Hoagland farm at the rate 


of 1,000 barrels a day, and, as it could 
not be shut off, much oil ran to waste. 


A petroleum ring is being, or has 
been, formed by the oil refiners of 
Galicia and Hungary, the avowed ob- 


ject of which is to limit production. 


As a matter of fact, however, the pur- 
pose the ring is to serve is to raice the 
price, a scheme which has already 
partially succeeded, the latter having 
risen by % per cent. at Vienna. 


Petroleum is especially abundant 
in the St. Helena district, Ecuador, 
northwest of Guayaquil. Hitherto, 
owing to restrictions of various 
kinds, it has not been worked save to 
supply the neighboring town of Guay- 
aquil with light and with pitch for 
vessels, A syndicate is, however, in 
course of formation to purchase and 
dispose of the district to European or 
North American companies. 


In the United States District Court 
last week Guiseppe Boero, master.of 
the Italian bark Elena G., and bailee

Oliver Burr Jennings, formerly con- 
nected with theStandard Oil Co , died 
on Saturday, the 1ith inst., at his 
home in this city. He was 66 years 
old. He was born in Fairfield, Conn., 
was inthe dry goods business in this 
city, and in 1849 went to California, 
where he made a fortune in the firm 
of Benjamin Brewster & Oo. He re- 
turned to New York in 1862 and be- 
came associated with John D. and 
William Rockefeller. He was a mem- 
ber of the Union League Olub and 
the Manhattan Club. He leaves a 
wife and five children. 


The immense increase of the ship- 
ments of refined oil from Batoum 
Russia, as shown by a comparison of 
the shipments for the month of Jan- 
uary for the past three years, is 
scarcely less than startling. The fig- 
ures show an increase in two years of 
nearly 100 per cent. In January, 
1891, the shipments were 294,482 bar- 
rels of 51 gallons each. For January, 
1892, the shipments were 452,336 bar- 
rels, ai increase of 157,854 barrels, 
while for January, this year, the ship- 
ments of refined oil from Batoum 
were 588,235 barrels, xn increase of 
135,899 barrels over January, 1892, 
and an increase of 293,753 barrels over 
the shipments of January, 1891. 


The Aerated Fuel Co, announces

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SAMUEL JAMES COLGATE. 


There died in this city on the 15th 
insta man who was universally ad- 
mired inthe paint trade for his un- 
usual qualities of mind and heart. 
Althougn for nearly three years he 
had not been actively connected with 
the white lead trade, in which busi- 
ness he first won distinction as a mer- 
chant, and a man of unusual business 
abilities, he had left the impress of 
his personality upon that branch of 
industry, and as a result the house 
over which for so many years he pre- 
sided, although its destinies have since 
been somewhat changed, holds one 
of the first places in the market for 
white lead and linseed oil. In this 
success the hand of Samuel J, Col- 
gate is to be plainly traced. 

Years ago the house of Robert Col- 
gate & Co., founded by the father of 
the subject of this sketch was num- 
bered among the leading importers 
of paints and colors, and were the 
largest importers of window glass of 
their time. They had already made a 
reputation as manufacturers of white 
lead, and subsequently became cele- 
brated for the quality or the lin- 
seed oil they turned out. Their 
white lead and linseed oil business 
assumed such important proportions, 
that in afew years they were com- 
pelled to drop all other business in 
order to meet the demands made upon 
them by consumers of these two im 
portant commodies. At about that 
time young Samuel Colgate, fresh 
from colloge, entered the office of the 
firm. He was then less than 21 years 
of age. In‘avery short time he had 
demonstrated the fact that he would 
be of infinite value in the managerial 
department, and accordingly he was 
made a member of.the firm. 

In the eee that followed he more 
than fulfilled the expectations he had 
created by his previous work. After 
the death of his lamented father Rob- 
ert Colgate, the firm having been 
some years previous changed to a 
corporation under the title of the 
Atlantic White Lead and Linseed Oil 
Company, he succeeded to the 
presidency which office he held 
until the company, one of the 
last to succumb to the ne 
order of things, was absorbed by the 
National Lead Trust. That was in 
1889, and when the change was made 
Mr. Colgate retired from business, 

In 1881 Mr. Colgate was united in 
marriage to Miss Oora Smith, 
daughter of Samuel Smith of New 
Orleans, who is considered one of the 
brightest and most beautiful women 
in New York society. Mr. Colgate 
was prominent in club life, being a 
member of the Union, Knickerbocker, 
Raequet, New York Yacht and Sea- 
wanhaka Corinthian Yacht clubs. He 
was the first commodore of the latter 
a club and the originator of the 

orinthian races. Mr. Colgate owned 
the yachts Gracie and Idler, the lat- 
ter winning many races while in his 
possession. He is survived by his 
widow and a little daughter, the only 
child born to their marriage. He was 
born in this city in 1845. 

It is as a business man his character 

- will appeal most to the readers of the 

Reporter. He was shrewed and 
keen, but he rather followed the old- 
fashioned methods of doing unto 
others as you would be done by. He 
had the respect and admiration of 
all his competitors, and the high 
position in the estimation of the con- 
suming trade long occupied by the 
goods made by the firm was in no 
small measure the result of his in- 
dividual efforts. 


HENRY H. BURGESS. 


Mr. Henry H. Burgess, of the firm 
of Burgess, Forbes & Co., Portland, 
Me., died on the 12th inst. from the 
effects of paralysis, with which he was 
stricken at his store on Saturday, the 
llthinst. Mr. Burgess was born in 
Kingston, Mass., in May, 1833. He 
was educated in the common schools 
of Kingston, and then went to Boston 
to begin his apprenticeship in 
the drug _ business, Thirty-five 
years ago he went to Portland 
and entered in partnership with 8S. W. 
Winslow in tne drug business, the 
firm story being Winslow & Burgess. 
On the death of Mr. Winslow. Mr. 
Burgess formed a partnership with 
his brother, Charles S., but the new 
firm of Burgess Bros., after an exist- 
ence of abouta year, was dissolved. 
Then Mr. Charles 8S, Forbes became 
his partner. A. little later, in 1866 Mr. 
L. W. Forbes was admitted and the 
firm name became Burgess, Forbes & 
Co. This firm is the only onein Port-

MEETING OF DRUG TRADE SECTION. 

Annual Meeting—Third Thursday 
in January each am 

Monthly Meet oo Thurs. 
day in each month, holidays excepted. 

Mr. Main, as chairman, presented 
the report of the Committee on Leg- 
islation, which was to the effect that 
the eommittee had formulated the 
protest of the section inst the 
measure known as H. R. bill No. 
9829, or, familiarly, the Scott bill, to 
increase the internal revenue tax on 
distilled splrits. The protest had 
been printed and circulated in the 
trade throughout the country, and 
had aroused general opposition to 
the measure, The protest had also 
been sent to every member of Con- 

ress, and from the general tenor of 
the replies received the committee 
was assured that the bill could not 
pass. Ameoe, the letters received 
was one from Hon. O. R. Breckenrid 
of Arkansas, suggesting that if the 
influence of the trade was brought to 
bear upon the Senate and the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House 
the passage of a bill to restore the 
customs duties of 1883, on alcohol and 
its compounds, and which is now be- 
fore that committee might be secured. 

The matter was referred to the 
Committee on Legislation to investi- 
gate and report upon at the next 
meeting. 

Mr. Stallman, chairman of the 
‘Committee on Fares, presented his 
report as revised according to nu- 
merous suggestions from members 
of the Section. 

[The original report, which was re- 
ferred back to the committee for 
amendment, was printed in full in 
our issue of January 23d]. The 
amended portions of the schedule of 
tares proposed read as fullows, the 
addition or changes being inclosed 
in quotation marks: That all drugs, 
the price of which in original bales 
and bags is under 10 cents per pound, 
shall be invoiced  gross_ for 
net. That in case of double, ex- 
tra or unusual bagging a suitable 
allowance for actual tareis to be al- 
lowed by the seller. That on all 
grades in matting, actual tare is to be 
allowed, “except as otherwise specified 
in the following list.” 

The following list of customary 
tares hasbeen carefully prepared by 
the committee, and is respectfully 
submitted to the members of the 
Drug Trade Section of the New York

DEGRAS OR BROWN WOOL GREASE, 


In the matter of the protest of Carl 
Gerdecke, against the decision of the 
collector of customs at Philadelphia 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain grease, im- 
— per Flamboro,July 29,1892, the 

ollowing is the opinion by General 
Appraiser Somerville: 

The local appraiser at Philadelphia 
returned the merchandise covered by 
the protest in this case as degras or 
brown wool grease, and it was asses- 
sed for duty by the collector under 
—— 316 of the new tariff act of 


The importation is made by the 
same person who appeared as protest- 
ant in caseG. A. 1776, and he makes 
affidavit that the merehandise is 
similar to the article passed on by 
the board in that decision. It is 
claimed to be free of duty, under par- 
agraph 599, as grease suchgas is ‘ com- 
monly used in soap-making”’ or ‘‘for 
stuffing or dressing leather, and 
which is fit only for such uses,”’ and 
= specially provided for in the tariff 
ac 


The board has examined several 
witnesses who deal in the article, all 
of whom testify that they are familiar 
with the commercial designation of 
the merchandise under consideration, 
and that it is known in trade as ‘‘de- 
gras, or brown wool grease,”’ which is 
specially provided for by name is 
said paragraph 316, 

We find as facts— 

1. That the sample presented to the 
board is a correct representative of 
the merchandise under consideration. 

2. That the article is a dark-brown 
grease, and is commonly known in 
trade as ‘‘degras, or brown worl 
grease,” being bought and sold 
under this name. 

3. That while itis used largely for 
stuffing leather and making soap, it 
is specially provided for eo nomine in 
paragraph 316 of the present tariff 
ac 


t. 

We may add that, without passing 
on the identity of the sample with 
that covered by our former decision, 
if the merchandise be the same. The 
additional testimony taken leads us 
to a different conclusion from the one 
reached in that case, 

We accordingly overrule the protest 
and affirm the collector’s decision.

Statistical Position of Shellac. 


According to advices just received 
by mail from London the stock of 
shellac there on the 1st inst., was 25,- 
983 cases or less than half of what it 
was at the corresponding date four 
years ago. In 1892,on February ist 
the London stock amounted to 39,311 
cases, at the same date in 1891 it was 
46,406 cases and in 1890, 52,981 cases. 
The stock of the Istinst., consisted of 
19,954 cases of orange, 3,306 of garnet 
and 2,723 of button. Commenting on 
these figures the London Commercial 
Record says: 

The statistical position is extremely 
strong. A stock of shellac in ware- 
house below 26,000 cases (of all de- 
scriptions) has not been seen forsome 
20 years past, when, as everyone 
knows, the dealings in the article were 
on altogether a different basis than 
now. In those days the average 
monthly delivery worked out at about 
2,500 cases, against nearly 4,500 cases, 
our present average monthly delivery. 
The shipments of shellac (to. United 
Kingdom) for the second haif of the 
month came lighter than generally 
anticipated would be the case, and 
show (so far this season) a decrease of 
9,100 cwts., compared with this time 
last year, and a decrease of 13,300 
cwts., compared with 1890-91. But it 
is the extent of shipments during the 
next few months on which the future 
of values mainly rests. Our corres- 
pondents (one and all) agree in stating 
that the make of shellac will be unus- 
ually small throughout the season, so 
smaiJ, indeed, that if consumption 
goes on atthe same pace as of Jate 
nothing can prevent quotations ad- 
vancing to a point remembered only 
by the oldest members of the trade. 

At the moment there is not that ani- 
mation in the market that the strong 
statistical position of the article war- 
rents; the advance in value seems 
like a plant of slow growth—slow but 
sure—a condition of things far prefer- 
able to a rise by leaps and bounds, 
which in old-time days this market 
was 80 subject to. 


As stated last week, there must be 
upwards of 2,000 cases second orange 
sold for February delivery on the 
basis of T. N., diamond still uncover- 
ed, and the “bears” will, it is antici- 
pated, have considerable difficulty . in 
fulfilling their engagements, as so 
much shellac sold of late has been 
purchased by influential people and 
withdrawn from the market. 

In reply to a cable, ‘What is your 
opinion of Shellac?’’ a correspondent 
writes from Calcutta, under date of 
January llth as follows: ‘You can 
form your own opinion as to the future 
of shellac, but the following are facts. 
The fe pee for February will be 
decidedly below those for some years 
back, after which they will be very 
small, as the scareity of stic lac and 
high price of same is confirmed from 
all quarters.”” Our correspondent 
later on adds: “Shellac must ad- 
vance in. value.”’

White Lead Manufacturing in Glasgow. 


On Friday afternoon, 20th ult., a 
Sere of about 30 journalists in- 
vited to inspect the White Lead Com- 
pony works and ae nga left London 
or Glasgow in Pullman cars. The 
majority, of course, were those for 
the press connected with ordinary 
journalism; but our own man, who 
went on account of his technical 
knowledge, and is an expert with re- 
gard to white lead processes, to see 
all he could see, and to hear every- 
thing he could hear. For, as far us 
could be ascertained, there was no 
other expert or anyone connected 
with the trade except himself. Had 
there been one he would have known 
him. He went “nothing to extenu- 
ate nor set down aught in malice.’’ 
The company have had very great 
difficulties, chemically and financi 
ally, It cannot be disguised that they 
are at present very badly handicapped 
in consequence. The directors appear 
to be making strenuous endeavors to 
extricate the company from its pres- 
ent pitiful position and make it suc. 
cessful, if that be possible. It is not 
for a technical journal to write on the 
financial arrangements or position of 
any company. It suffices us to dis- 
cuss facts, processes or manufactures 
connected with the oil, color and 
allied trades, and lay our candid opin- 
ions before our readers, yet we must 
warn them where danger lurks. Our 
man went to Glasgow solely with that 
object. He went, he saw, and reserv- 
ed his opinions for our readers. 

“The White Lead Company,” as we 
think we have said before, takes an 
unfortunate title, and which in itself 
is misleading. The “White Lead 
Company” do not make white lead— 
that is the white lead known as such 
to all the trade for ages. What it 
makes is no more white lead than 
margarine is butter, and should, like 
margarine, be made to stand on its 
own bottom. It must begranted that 
it is lead ore, or galena made white by 
a very ingenious process of oxidation 
(stated, and apparently with truth) 
very cheaply, but is not ‘‘white lead ;”’ 
it is sulphate of lead, should be sold 
ag such, stand on its own merits, 
and take its own position in its own 
name onthe market. Pure sulphate of 
lead made by their process, even im- 
proved as it has been the last month 
or two, has neither the body (opacity 
and covering power) or whiteness of 
white lead. It may be granted that 
it will retain its color longer than 
white lead proper, but it will require 
either more coats to be laid on, or an 
undercoat of white lead or zinc to 
rival the real article in opacity, the 
outer coat of sulphate being used to 
retain the color of both; yet this does 
aod make it a substitute for white 
lead. 

White lead proper is a combination 
of carbonate and hydrated oxide of 
lead. Itis one of the most peculiar 
and unique substances made. The 
carbonate of lead alone is practically 
useless. Hydrated oxide of lead is 
not much better, combined they 
make the only known white lead of 
commerce. The hydrate combines 
with linseed oil by a species of sapo- 
nification, and with the carbonate 
makes a perfect paint which scores 
of clever men have tried in vain to 
improve. For fifty years or more 
inventive minds, and all sorts and 
conditions of men, have cudgeled 
their brains to find a substitute to 
oust itfrom its eminent usefulness. 
Substitutes have been found, to wit, 
oxide of zine, sulphide zinc and oth- 
ers which have their uses, but white 
lead, like the brook, laughs and sings 
—''Substitutes may come, imitations 
may go; but I goon forever.”” And 
soitis. Experts would like to find 
out who invented the stack process. 
The man is lost in the mist of ages, 





as has been the history or name of 
the man who first had the temerity to 
swallow an oyster! Perhaps the pro- 
cess, like Topsy, ‘‘growed up.” New 
processes have been invented or dis- 
covered for making white lead, and 
however the mode may have varied 
from the old stack process, it has al- 
ways culminated in a product (or 
aimed at) being of the same chemical 
combination of carbonate and hy- 
— oxide of lead, known as white 
ead. 

The stack process requires large 
capital for raw material, and a lock 
up of money for four or more months 
before the finished product is ready 
for the market. 

The new processes to lessen the 
capital required by expediting the 
a began practically by Dr. 

orace Cory, as far back as 1838. His 
process was practically and scientifi- 
cally right, but for reasons not now 
ascertainable was not carried out 

The London White Lead Com- 
pany’s process is practically the 
same, the patents oe more me- 
chanical than chemically different 
from Oory’s. The process was for 
making first basic acetate of lead 
from litharge, and blowing in car- 
bonic acid gas. The fault in this 
process is the loss of the acetic acid 
used, but the white lead can be made 
good by it. : 

Condy’s process (now unfortunately 
abanduned) made the very best and 
whitest white lead ever produced, so 
long as the manufacture was properly 
attended to, according to the pat- 
entee’s instructions. Of course this 
precess was to save time and utilize 
the acetic acid by using carbonate of 
soda to produce acetate of sodaasa 
paying by-product. 

The Alliance Pure White Lead Syn- 
dicate, which has been shivering on 
the brink since early in 1890, after 
winning their action for infringe 
ment by the Maciveis patents (now 
Northfleet White Lead Company), is 
still in abeyance, but may some day 
come to the front with the best and 
cheapest process, which is making 
the basic acetate with an infinitesi- 
mal proportion of acetic acid, pump- 
ing in carbonic gas at once, so as to 
convert litharge into white lead in an 
hour or two. 

The Electric White Lead Company 
are attempting to solve the knotty 
question, and, queer as it may seem, 
are doing so very nicely, making a 
very good article. Theirlead is made 
automatically, and practically with- 
out dust, and no danger to the ope- 
ratives. It is a very ingenious ar- 
rangement, and the inventor, Profes- 
sor Gardner, deserves = great 
credit. Whether it will be a financial 
success or not remains to be seen. 

Yet all these processes produce 
white lead, that is, carbonate and 
hydrate oxide, which is poisonous. 

It is useless to talk of ‘‘white ceme- 
teries.”” Where disease and death 
occur in white lead making it is 
caused either by the carelessness of 
the operative or the bad arrange- 
ments of the manufacturers, either 
structurally or sanitarily, in their fac- 
tories. e could point out a factory 
in London which has not had halfa 
dozen cases of sickness or one death 
in 30 yeais. The nonsense of 64 cases 
of illness in six months in Newcastle, 
we believe is a myth, or quite capable 
of explanation; and if not, then a re- 
moval of the cause can be, and should 
be, ad pted and en.orced by the med- 
ical visiting officers, who must be 
more to blame than either employers 
or operatives. 

But let us ask if white lead is the 
only poisonous article made for the 
use of man. What about the new 
process of making alkali? White 
lead works aresanitoriums compared 
with alkali works. What about the 
manufacture of arsenic? Emerald 
green is a deadly thing, but it does 
not kill the people who make it. 

It will not do torun away with the 
idea that necessary poisonous sub 
stances cannot be made without pois- 
oping the makers of them, 

Now as to sulphate of lead as asub- 
stitute for white lead, let us say, once 
for all, the White Lead Co. have lately 
improved it a little in color, but not 
in body or opestt? for that is impos- 
sible with this sulphate of lead. It is 
whiter than it was, and that is the 
only one thing in its favor. Their 
new manager has corrected its failure 
of containing free sulphuric acid, 
which it is now said to be washed free 
from, so that it will not harden so 
much as formerly when ground in 
linseed oil. Everything was shown 
that was in the place. The works 
seemed complete for the manufacture 
of sulphate of lead by their process 
(tor it is manufactured by other well 
known processes), but it has yet to be 


shown and proved that it is non- 
poisonous, as the company state it to 
be, or that it is a substitute for or 
equal to the white lead of ages past. 
The color and paint department is 
a new departure, and the plant, ma- 


chinery and appliances not well ar- 
ranged, but we would ask why is the 
company going into one of the most 
complicated businesses known, and 
which will necessarily shut them from 
the sale of sulphate of lead to the 
chief buyers of white lead. Itiscom- 
peting with their own customers, and 
to a color manufacturer it appears 
suicidal policy. 

Understanding from Sir Henry Ty- 
ler himself in December that the 
making of sulphate of lead had been 
stopped because there was not a suffi- 
cient demand for the ‘‘white” the 
made, and because there was so muc 
discolored made in doing it, for which 
there was no market at all, as also 
that some time previous the brilliant 
idea struck the Board that if the so- 
called white lead could not be sold or 
made to pay, they had begun to make 
colors, paints and varnish, as it was 
such a paying business. No doubt 
the Articles of Association (which be- 
fore going to press our man has not 
had time to stud.) allow them to 
make oil, refine and boil oil, make 
colors, paints and. varnishes, or “any 
other thing’’ conducive to and assist- 
ing the original purpose for which 
the company was formed. Thus, the 
one sole object for the existence of 
the company, hanging fire, or being 
abortive, the next best step was to 
start some time ago to try to enter 
the portals of the color trade, and 
grind paints. ‘The directors of the 
so called ‘‘white lead company” no 
doubt had been told by the deus ex 
machina that he had discovered an- 
other El-Dorado. They set about it, 
but our man says if any sane paint or 
color maker saw their arrangements 
to do it, he would look on them with 

‘wonder, love and awe!”’ 

Wonder that such plant could have 
ever entered the mind of man to con- 
struct; love that the designer had 
done his apparent best to do his 
worst, for the benefit of his competi- 
tors, and awe at the consequent com- 
ing results to the users of it. 

However, the new manager of the 
company, Mr. Charlier, who joined it 
only last December, seems to know 
more than all his predecessors, and 
will make this concern go, if any man 
can; and the question followed, has 
the company capital left after all the 
floundering, scientifically, practically 
and financially, to carry it to success? 

There has been great bounce as to 
quantities made, or which can be 
made, of sulphate of lead by the pres- 
ent plant; but what was it that our 
man saw! Thirty furnaces and every- 
thing neat and clean, but only three 
furnaces, apparently set going for the 
edification, or rather obfuscation, of 
the journalists there, who knew noth- 
ing but what they were told by the 
new manager, Mr. Pape, and a-very 
intelligent works foreman, the work- 
men and five girls, He also saw 
about five tons of ore and a tonortwo 
of coke, which was not a large stock 
to keep even three furnaces going, 
much less thirty, said to be capable 
of making 80 tons of white lead a 
week ! 

Let us ask why the company went 
to such an enormous expense to fetch 
so many journalists, and not invite 
any member of the trade who under- 
stood the thing. There was, appar- 
ently, only our man that did, and his 
opinions are ours. , 

If it is all fair, and as they have got 
it reported, why did nut the company 
invite the various members of the 
trade in Glasgow and Leith (or say 
Newcas'le,) to say nothing of London 
to witness the exhibitiun? We donot 
mean they should have asked the 
white lead makers, who may be for 
the nonce called the company’s com- 
petitors; but paint grinders and other 
consumers, who teally know what it 
is and all about it, the certificate or 
testimonial of one of which would 
have been worth the whole bunch of 
what they publish? What is the value 
to the trade of a testimonial about 
paint from the Aerated Bread Com- 
pany, a ship builder, even a chemist, 
a painter, or a journalist compared to 
that of any of our well known paint 
grinders—little or big? 

Of course we can imagine the whole 
scheme is to land the French and 
American White Lead Syndicate, 
which is stated to have bought for 
£40,000 the French and American 
patents, which will temporarily ease 
the poor investors in the original com- 
pany, and enable it to struggle on. 
From what we hear, the buyers of 
these patents think they know what 
they are about, but buyers and sellers 
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are perhaps like ostriches, hiding 
their heads in the sands, in the belief 
that their intentions and motives are 


not seen, 


The fulsome eulogy of the corres- 
pondents of the press who were pres- 
ent at this celebrated meeting at Glas- 
gow is likely to enhance the market

Experimenting with White Lead 


The following ia the report of the 
House 


Painters’ and Decorators’ Association 


committee of the Master 


of Pennsylvania se to inves- 
tigate the durabil ty of pure white 
lead and various mixtures: 


Having had had an exhaustive re- 
ort on the subject of white lead and 


ts adulterants presented to the fifth 


annual convention at Harrisburg a 
year ago, it was my understanding 
that committee was continued to this 
meeting with instructions to expose 
the samples and present them now 


for the edification of those interested 
in the subject. 


The boards we exhibited than has 


been exposed fortwo or three months, 
and, since that time to this that ex- 
posure has been continued. 


We accordingly return these boards 
for your inspection, after an exposure 


of fifteen months on a brick wall, 
with an unobstructed western ex- 


posure, subject to the sunlight for 
three parts of the daylight, where the 


sun would shine onthem from 10 a.m., 
until sunset. 
At the former report we demon 


strated that the covering properties 


of the different mixings were in 
direct ratio to the quantit 


portion of the pure white lead con- 


tained in the several mixtures. We 


now have an opportunity to note the 
question of durability. The board 
painted with three coats of pure lead 
shows a slight chalkinéss. but would 
still be considered a good surface. 


The coating of paint is now almost 


unbroken, and continues to show 
good coverin 
to be in excellent condition for re. 
painting. 

The paint prepared with half lead 
and zinc is slightly less chalky 
than pure lead, but all over the sur 
face, having three coats of the mix- 
ture, itis cracked and shrunken in 
the manner characteristic of zinc 
preparations. 

In the lead and barytes sample the 
color shows poor covering qualities, 
and is very dull and lifeless, although 
in this instance each coat of the 
paint was applied much thicker in or- 
der to make it cover and make a rea- 
sonably fair appearance, as was 
stated in the report made a year ago. 
Notwithstanding the effort to make 
the sample look as well as posssible, 
it now shows,after more than a year’s 
exposure to the elements, a very 
marked deterioration of the paint. 

The terra alba, or gypsum, with 
white lead sample, now looks very 
similar to the boards painted with the 
barytes mixture, with this difference 
—that the surface seems to be hard 
and brittle, suggesting an imper- 
vious quailty that would be very detri- 
mental to any paint that might now 
be applied to it and have a tendency 
to make the surfaces flake or scale 


off,

samples, with the exception of those 
painted with white lead and zinc, 
shows great deterioration, and when 
we consider the well known tendency 
that zinc has to crack, flake and scale 
off when exposed to the elements, 
there is but one conclusion—that pure 
white lead and linseed oil is the most 
satisfactory, economical and durable 
material to use for the preservation 
of exposed wood surfaces.

White Lead by the Old Dutch Process.* 
BY T. H. NEVIN. 


This process is known as the “Old 
Dutch process,’”’ or “German pro- 
cess,” one that has been in use in 
thiscountry for many i, and, I 
believe, in Holland a long time be 
fore it was started in this country. 
The process is an important one in 
many respects; thatis, itis not a the- 
ory, there is not a theory of corrosion 
in the article that is putin the beds, 
and, in the discussion of this, I can 
show that further on. The few re- 
remarks made a short time ago in re- 
gard to some of the lead manufac- 
tured under this process; but there 
isaturning point before or after it 
goes throu a certain amount of 
work that necessary to make a 
good article. It the first place itis 
necessary to have a pure article of 
lead, or, a8 good a refined article as 
can be had,and that is taken and cast 
in what we call buckles,and then they 
- it into these crocks or lead pots. 

t differs somewhat from the other 
processes that are known, in this re- 
ee it takes a much longer 
time to produce the article than is 
necessary to make what is known in 
the trade as the carbonate of lead; 
and there may be other ways to pro- 
duce this article in the shape you no 
tice it here; but it seems remarkable 
to me that there never has yet been 
found, to my knowledge, any system, 
or any way to produce an article 
equal to that which has always been 
known as the Dutch or German pro 
cess. It is rather remarkable that 
such is the fact, while in all other in 
dustries in the last a = thirty 

ears improvements have been made. 

here have been, no doubt, other 
methods produced to make lead in a 
shorter time, but I think that the fact 
that the majority of those in the busi- 
ness adhere to this process proves 
that there is nothing that has been 
developed yet that will supersede the 
old process of lead manufacture in 
this way. 

To begin with, the lead is put into 
the kettles on an endless chain and 
produced in the form of a buckle. 
From this it is put into the pots. And 
on the bottom of this pot is a depres 
sion filled with vinegar, and there is 
a small partition which prevents the 
buckle from coming in contaet with 
the vinegar, These pots are placed 
in a room and boards placed on top of 
them, and three and a half feet of 
spent tan bark is used to place on to 
of it, and so on until the room or bed, 
as it is called, is filled up. The lead 
is left in this position for three months 
or ninety days. At the end of that 
time it comes out in the shape that 
you notice here. This is rather a 
cuchoetay £0 a good many. Of course 
those who have seen it understand 
what it is, but there are many people 
who have never seen the lead coming 
outin that shape. This is what is 
what is called, by those in the busi-

notice there the formation of a buckle. 
That is the same as it was when it 
wentin. You may not get a perfect 
corrosion at alltimes. If a corroder 
secures 80 or 85 per cent. he thinks he 
has a good thing. It more often runs 
down from 70 to 80 per cent and in 
that case there is a certain amount 
of metallic blue lead left in the center. 
That, of course has to go through the 
same process once more, After it 
comes out in this shape it is then 
passed to what is called, in the old 
mills, “crushers” or ‘‘chasers,’’ and 
itis passed under great pressure in 
order to crush this up. From that 
point it is conveyed in buckets to the 
upper part of the mill, and_ put 
through a very fine screen. It is 
taken out in this shape. From 
there it is passed down another 
story into another room and mixed 
with water. This water is in the 
large receiving tank or agitator. 
From there it passes down through 
large French burr stones, which 
grind it perfectly fine. In going 
through the screen the small portions 
of metallic lead that may remain are 
separated and are passed into an- 
other department, and that which 
passes through has to be nothing but 
the pure carbonate of lead. The 


screen that is used is very fine and 


will only permit this to pass through. 
As I stated, from here it goes to the 
water stone, and is ground under 
this large, heavy pressure, a stone 
that is not found in this country. 
These water stones th.t are used by 
all the corroders are imported. It is 
a French burr stone—the hardest of 
stones. After peas under this 
stone it is floated on four, five or six 
troughs. Thisis done so that noth- 
ing but the perfectly fine carbonate 
of lead can pass over to the last re- 
ceiving tank, where it is forced up by 
pumps on to another floor, and per- 
mitted to settle in large receiving 
tanks, where the water is drawn off, 
after it has remained there a dav or 
two; then the heavy lead which has 
settled in the bottom of these tanks 
is drawn off by the old process into 
the drying pan. This ia the point 
that the gentleman who spoke just 
before me called attention to—the 
fact that there is some of the old pro- 
= lead thatis not giving satisfac- 
tion. 

There are some people that are 
making what is described as the pulp 
rocess lead. This point is the turn. 
ing point from the old_process to the 
new or pulp process. I will try to de- 
scribe a little later about the pulp 
process, although I am _ not very fa- 
miliar with that. This then is trans- 
ferred to those drying pans. Those 
drying pans are large copper pans. 
Nothing else would answer, as the 
lead would soon discolor if putin 
other material. These pans will usu- 
ally hold five to eight tons of lead 
whenitisdry. It depends how long 
you have itin the pans, how long it 
will take todry. It is dried out in 
this shape, and is then the article 
that is ready for the grinders or man- 
ufacturers of white lead to put up into 
linseed oil. This is then the pure 
carbonate of white lead, and it ought 
to be perfectly fine, for the simple 
reason that any lead before it — 
into those drying has to pass four 
eae shops, the width of this room, 
and from there passes into large 
tanks, and from these tanks the water 
is drawn off and the material that is 
settled there is the perfectly fine car- 
bonate of lead, and there is not much 
danger in any establishment of haye 





ing a coarse lead after it goes through 
that amount of floating. From this 
oint the lead is then taken to the 
arge chasers or hoppers, and in these 
hoppers you are supposed to putin 
the amount of oil that is necessary. 
This amount varies in different locali- 
ties. Some sections of the country 
prefer a lead that is ground compara- 
tively thin, that depends on the price 
of lingeed oil. When the linseed oil 
is cheap they require thick lead, in 
other localities they prefer it ground - 
very stiff, for ceituin purposes, 
carriage and car painting, and shade 
manufacturers, I believe they prefer 
it as stiff as it can be made; nine 
pounds of oil to the hundred is the 
usual amount. This remains in the 
oil for a while until the oil is thor- 
oughly incorporated with the lead. 
It is going all the time, and as it goes 
from the hopper or chaser it is then 
prepared for the oil stone. From this 
place the lead passes down through 
and is ground in large oil stones sim- 
ilar to the burr or water stones de- 
scribed before. And here I think it 
is not generally known to the major- 
ity of people interested in it, that in 
this last grinding it does not produce 
apy extra fineness, it only produces a 
thorough incorporation of the oilin 
the lead, producing besides this an 
extra fine gloss, a gloss that it will 
not have unless you run it through 
these oil stones. After passing 
through the oil stones it is then ready 
to be kegged up and delivered. The 
complaint I heard a while ago from one 
of the members that the lead was 
rather fresh; the only question is, 
you are using too much lead; you do 
not permit the manufacturers to give 
age to the lead. It takes a great deal 
more money than the majority, and 
especially those not in the trades, 
have to carry a very large quantity of 
lead in stock in order that it might 
have age. I have always understood 
that in England they never sell a 
pound of lead until it is six months 
old. That may be the fact, orit may 
not. Thereis another question that 
has been spoken of a great many 
times, that lead with age will cover a 
great deal more surface than new lead, 
and I suppose that is the reason the 
majority like to secure old lead. We 
have had i say when they 
ordered their lead: “Send the old 
lead.’’ This lead is allowed to cool 
off before being put into kegs and 
headed up for the market. 

I have tried, in afew words to de- 
scribed the process, from the blue 
lead to the time it comes out in the 
carbonate of lead, and, as I remarked 
before, it is a process—and itis rather 
remarkable that there has never yet 
been found a process to make lead 
equal in every respect under a new 
process. [ think if there was any 
other way to make these goods equal 
in every respect to what this is and 
has been for so many hundred years, 
that all those in the business would 
not continue to make it as we have to 
make it, even if they had to pay a 
royalty or quite a bonus in order to 
turn it out in ten days, because they 
could turn the product around in 
such a short time. I remember at- 
tending a meeting fifteen years ago 
in Saratoga. Quite a number ofthe 
old men were there. I remember 
hearing them, when I was very much 
younger, talking this question over, 
and they would debate that every 
po in their annual meetings to see 
f they could produce this in a shorter 
time. The main thing in grinding

testify to this, is that they secure ab 
solutely — oil for grinding pur- 
poses. There isno doubt a good deal 
of adulterated oil in the country, but 
Ithink a majority of the corroders 
and producers of lead, if not all of 
them, use nothing but absolutely pure 
linseed oil. The trouble would come 
in case they used the adulterated oil 
in this way, it would be impossible 
for them to grind it under such close 
and fine conditions as it is through 
these burr stones, if there was adulte- 
rated oilin it. It would naturally 
gum up, or naturally heat up, and 
produce a lead that was not equal in 
every respect to that made with the 
pure linseed oil. 

A few remarks in regard to the new 
process or pulp lead. I do not wish 
to say too much in regard to that, 
because Iam uot here to run down 
any make of lead; but there have 
been some things said in1egard to 
that. Now,this new processof pul 
lead is the same as the old Dutc 
on up to the time this lead 
8 ground in the water. There 
changes from the old_ fashion 
of making lead to the new, 
and, as I understand it, it is produced 
in this way: When this lead is run 
into the tanks or receiving vats with 
the water, the oil is then put in with 
the lead and water, and it goes 
through a certain process of agitation ; 
and it is a fact, although it is not 
known by many, that in a short time 
the oil which is thrown in there seems 
to penetrate and take the place of the 
water, displacing the water; but I 
think it has been demonstrated, from 
the fact that we have tested it, that a 
certain amount of water will remain. 
It seems utterly impossible to get rid 
of all the moisture. ‘I'he oil will go 
in and take the place of the water. 

They tell us that in using lead that 
contains a portion of water it will 
eause trouble. You apply that to new 
wood and it may get dry; and you put 
on the second and third coats, and 
after a while you find blistere. The

Canada’s Duty on Glass. 


Considerable discussion has recent- 
ly taken place as to what the proper 
duty is to be paid on glass imported 
to Canada from Great Britain and 
Belgium. It appears that the Bel- 
gium mannfacturers have hitherto 
had a monopoly of the trade in Can- 
ada. Recently an English firm de- 
termined to export to Canada a qual- 
ity and make of glass adapted to 
Canadian purposes, and thus come di- 
rectly into opposition with the Belgian 
interests. It appears that the window 
glass required for Canadian purposes 
is of different sizes to those sold in 
England and the English concern 
commenced to have glass especially 
cut for the Canadian market. The 
Belgian glass for the Canadian mar- 
ket is — in boxes containing 60 
to 100 feet respectively, and the Eng- 
lish house cut and pack their glass 
for the Canadian market in boxes con-

— and the English glass s0 
mported are of exactly the same 
size and quality, an are sold 
in the Canadian market at the same 
price. There being no home market 
price in Great Britain for a class and 
size of window glass not required 
there but specially prepared for the 
Canadian market. the firm above 
mentioned invoiced their glass at the 
same price as the Belgians invoiced 
theirs, and continued so entering 
their goods until quite recently. 
Some of the Oanadian customs au- 
thorities thought that the glass 
coming from England should 
be entered for  dut at a 
higher price than the Belgian glass, 
a position from which the English 
concern dissented. The matter has 
been referred to Mr. Clarke Wallace, 
the comptroller of customs, for decis- 
ion. It may be added that if the En- 
glish firm is compelled to enter the 
same class, size and style of glass as 
the Belgians ship at a higher price 
for duty than is paid by the Belgians, 
the loss will be considerable, and 
the effect will be to subject the 
English house to most unfair — 
tition. In fact it would be impossibl 
for them to do business under such 
an onerous restriction. It may be 
said that the effect of this discrimina- 
tion against the English house 
amounts to about $100 in duty for 
every 1,000 boxes of 100 feet of glass 
sold. In other words, the effect is that 
the English house would have to pay 
nearly 50 per cent. more duty than the 
Belgian house on thesame quantity, 
size and quality of glass. By law, 
goods should be entered for duty at 
the Canadian customs according to 
their fair market value in the country 
from which they are exported, but if 
there be no market value then it isa 
matter in which the comptroller of 
customs can exercise his discretion 
and determine what should, having 
regard for all the circumstances, be a 
fair market value for the article im- 
ported.

Lard oil has 
again advanced and is ruling at full 
prices. Cottonseed, coeoanut and 
sperm following the upward trend of 
the market have also advanced and 
are very firm. The other oils, 
mineral and vegetable, while no 
actual advance are noted, are very 
active and goods are moving rapidly 
into consumption. 


Vegetable Olis. 


Linseed Oil.—This market, while 
presenting no new features, has been 
quite active during the past week and 
sales were sufficient in number to 
keep alive all speculative interest. 
The quotations have not changed, but 
are still reported; city raw, 48c per 


gal., while that for refined is 5ic. Cal- 
cutta raw holds oy at 58c. 
Cotionsed Oil.—Holders during the 


week have experienced more trouble 
in placing lote from dock than has 
been the case for several weeks un- 
less concessions were made in —— 
Buyers evidently are not purchasing 
beyond their daily requirements. 


Earl in the week, however, 
considerable oil was taken for 
Kansas City and Chicago, the 


sales aggregating 6,000 bbis of crude 
loose ect the mills, at 55c, and 
3 cars of prime summer yellow at 64c 
delivered at Chicago. There have 
been a few sales of prime yellow here 
at 64@65c, and of 500 barrels crude at 
57c, though at the close 656c was 
the best bid for lots on dock, 
There is a considerable quantity 
of off oil being offered, and 
in order to find an outlet other than 
the lard kettle, a low figure will have 
to be named in order to induce soap 
makers to take it. It is reported that 
several lots of English oil are on the 
way. One lot of 100 bbls has arrived, 
but as this is of an off quality, 60c is 
best bid, though the holder wants 
62c. There has been considerable 
inquiry for butter oil for export, but 
buyers are not disposed to payover 
68c, while holders are asking 70c. 
A lot of 100 bbls, however, was picked 
up at 68c. Soap stock has been quite 
active, with sales of 250 bbls at 2% 
2c, the market closing firm at 2% 
2%c, with 24% bid. The situation is 
fully covered by the following circu- 
lar issued to-day by Messrs. Hop- 
kins, Dwight & OCo., of this city: 
“The position of cotton seed oil 
throughout the past week has con- 
tinued firm and the full prices that 
were asked a few days since have 
been paid at the close. The better 
— of yellow oil have made more 
eadway than crude, as there has 
been a number of small lots of crude 
on dock obtainable at 57c. Larger 
lots of crude, however, are under 
good control and are not offered at 
under 59 to 60c. Prime yellow closes 
the week with 65c asked and paid for 
full lots, although more is offered at 
the same price. Prime white has 
sold at 72c and is offered also at 
the close at same price. The market 
is quiet, but firm at the advance. It 
looks as if there was a possibility of 
still higher prices, but within a nar- 
row range.

There has been a good deal of talk 
latterly about oil coming from Eu- 
rope, the bulk of this oil being 
American oil returned, although 
to some extent it is also claimed 
that foreign oil is en route to 
this market. We suppose that there 
is between four and five thousand 
barrels on the way here, or awaiting 
shipment, Italy has furnished most 
of this oil, although France and Hol- 
land send some, the shipments from 
the latter countries ae American 
make, This will come in free of duty. 
England has a small quantity of her 
product on the way here; England 
produces for the most part a 
grade of oil suited only for soap 
purposes, and has to pay a dut 

here of 10 cents a gallon. Well 
informed dealers here are not very 
much concerned about these ship- 
ments, although some people in the 
trade appear to think that these ship- 
ments from Europe mean that their 
stocks are thereby lessened just so 
just so much, and that later in the 
season they must buy oil herein this 
country to replace it. This does not 
follow, because other oils can be sub- 
stituted as they are now plentiful and 
certainly cheap with cotton seed oil. 
Previous to the use of cotton seed 
oil by the butter churners and some 
other mixers archides (African pea- 
nut) oils, which are produced in large 
quantities, were used exclusively. 
These oils are now cheap enough to 
enable the Dutch and other markets 
to use them een. and thus re- 
duce just so much their demand for 
cottonseed oil. In the Mediterranean 
as well their consumption of ses- 
ame oil is of considerable importance 
as compounded with olive oil. The 
foreigners have a pretty clear 
idea now of the _ cottonseed 
oil position in this country, and 
the strength of their markets recently 
is evidence of it. It is not likely, 
therefore, that they will part with 
enough of their holdings to make 
them short of oil later in the season 
for their actual needs. In fact all 
foreign markets are working upward

now pretty rapidly, and certain con- 
tinental points are quite close to the 
prevailing rates here.

higher. This is really the position of all

be used like cotton seed oil) that have 
ihought it possible that such prices 
woula be realized this season. We 
quote: Prime crude, 57 cents bid, 
very little offering; off, 51@30c; 
prime, 8-Y, 63c bid offered at 65c; 
off 8. Y., 60¢ bid, offered at 62c; tank- 
ings, 3c and soap stock 2c. ”’

Ceylon Oll.—Notwithstanding the 
advance which has taken place, Cey- 
Jon oil still remains the cheapest ar- 
ticle on the soap list. All the goods 
that have been offering under 6c on 
the spot, or nearby, have been taken. 
The recent arrivals are about closed 


out, what little stock there is for sale 
is held firm at 6c. Sales of 
several hundred tons have ceen made 
for shipment at 64%c, and at the close 
6%@6%c was generally asked, as to 
quantity and date of shipment. For 
shipments of palm kernal oil 6c has 
freeiy been bid without attractin 
sellers. Cochin oil is meeting wit 
the usual jobbing demand at 6%@7c 
for spot and 6%c for arrival. 

Olive Oil.—While the recent arriv- 
als have in a measure relieved the 
market of the stringency noted in our 
last, prices have not ape away in 
the least; while, on the other hand, 
late cables indicate a firmer market 
abroad. Sales are reported of several 
round lots on the spot at 64@65c, as 
to quantity and holder, and for ship- 
ment at 62@63c, as to quantity and 
date of arrival. Olive foots are scarce 
on the spot and held firm at 6%@ 
6%c, with sales of 50 bbls reported at 
6%c. Shipments on way are held 
firm at6%c, at which we note sales 
of 100 bbis. The present outlook in- 
dicates still higher prices, owing to @ 
scarcity of stocks abroad. Early in 
the week about 250 bbls was sold for 
March shipment at 5% @6c. 


Animal and Fish Olis 


Cod Oil.—The strength of the mar- 
ket is daily increasing, and consum- 
ers begin to more clearly see that it 
is the cheapest fish oil in the market 
at present. There has not been much 
activity displayed, probably on ac- 
count of the small stock which greatly 
restricts business. Quotations re- 
main unchanged. 

Lard Oil.—This oil has had a fur- 
ther advance, and the price now asked 
for prime city is not lower than $1 05, 
the range given being $1 05@110. The 
market shows great firmness, and 
sales have been plentiful although 
confined to small parcels. The stock 
is quite scaice, and this, no doubt, 
greatiy retards business, The other 
grades have followed the upward 
tendency of prime, and are now held 
at full prices. 

Mustard Seed.—The market is very 
firm, and no oil can be had at alower 
figure than 60c. The high prevailin 
prices that exists for other oils an 
greases have greatly advanced the 
price and demand for this oil. The 
range now given is 60@62c. 

Neaisfoot Oil.—The great scarcity 
that exists in this department has re- 
strieted business, and manufacturers 
are experiencing great difficulty in 
filling orders. Prices remain without 
quotable change. Extra, 75@80c; 
prime, 65@70c, and No. 1 at 54c. 

Red Oils.—The demand for these 
specialties continue unabated, and 
owing to the scarcity of stocks prices 
have somewhat advanced. Saponified 
red is hard to quote but the latest 
sa'es have been made ona basis of 8c, 
according to brand and holder, 

Rapeseed.—Following in the up- 
ward trend of the market this oil has 
advanced and 60c is now the inside 
quotation issued. This oil has been 

roved to be an excellent substitution 

or lard oil in lighting purposes, and 

is being largely used. There were 
several large sales transacted during 
the past week. Quotations now 
ruling range from 60@65c as to 
holder. 

Sperm,—Has ruled quiet since our 
last and we have no further transac 
tions to report. MRefiners are satis 
fied with the present conditions, hav- 
ing a gree trade at the recently ad- 
vanced prices, and holders can afford 
to await until the small rw re- 
maining in stock is called for, which 
will probably be soon, and at possi- 
ble higher prices. 

Tallow Oil.—The market has been 
fairly active during the week but ow- 
ing to the scarcity of stocks and the 
unwillingness on the part of pressers 
to manufacture the prices are merely 
nominal. 

Whale.—The New Bedford market 
reports a sale of 575 bbls Sea Elephant 
or private terms for manufacture.

Tallow.—There is only a small sup- 
ply, and with an increased demand 
the market is firmer.

There is little question that there is 
considerable accumulation of oil 
among Western mills. but the sur- 
plus is small as compared with that 
on hand at the beginning of the sea- 
son of 1892. Another cireumstance 
which encourages crushers is that the 
stocks in sight are controlled by 
them, and that second hands and con- 
sumers are very moderately supplied. 


Flaxseed.—The total movement of 
seed at Chicago for the past week, as 
compared with that for the previous 
six days and for the eae 
two weeks of 1892, is given in the fol- 
lowing table:

The bulletin of the inspector showed 
a total visible supply of 1,675,461 bush- 
els, of which 406,211 were afloat, 56,- 
630 in special bins, and 1,212,620 in 
regular elevators and bins. The total 
is 2,139,890 bushels less than the 3,815,- 
351 bushels of a year ago, and 23,689 
less than the quantity posted a week 
since. Special bin stocks have re- 
mained unchanged during the week. 
The quantity afloat also remains the 
same this week as last. Of public 
stocks the inspector reports 1,179,625 
bushels of No. 1, 32,351 of rejected, 
and 644 of no grade; the percentage 
of lower grade seed being 2.9, as 
against 2.7 per cent the week before 
and 3.1 per cent on the same date of 
1892. The increase in the amount of 
flax afloat in the harbor as contrasted 
with the middle of February last year 
is worthy of note. At thattime there 
were but 119,776 bushels in vesselsa— 
about 30 per cent of the total to-day. 
The amount of seed coming in as 
shown by the official report of inspec- 
tions in, continues light. in fact, it 
falls week by week. The weeks in- 
spections in, officially reported, have 
been 64 cars; of which 62 graded as 
No. 1 and 2 as rejected. This as 
against 68 cars last week (2 billed 
through and 4 rejected) last week and 
110 cars the week before. This week’s 
percentage of lower grade seed was 
3.1: that of last week 7.1%, while for 
the previous week it was 11.6 %. The 
outward movement has been of a 
limited description. Total inspec- 
tions out (including 9,350 bushels 
either “billed through” or not to be 
inspected) have amounted to only 
40.781 bushels, as compared with 52,- 
603 last week (13,750‘ billed through’’) 
and 93,046 (12,090 “billedthrough’’) the 
week before that. 


The week has been marked by little 
activity in either seed or future de- 
liveries. It has been supply rather 
than demand that has been lacking. 
Buyers felt unwilling a fortnight ago 
to follow the upward bend. That 
they have found themselves com- 
pelled so todo is evidenced by the 
steady appreciation of No. 1 cash 
flax, which opened at $1.20% and 
gradually advanced to $1.22% with- 
out interruption. 


The week’s range has been $1 20%@ 
1 23%, as against $1 16@1 20 last 
week, and $1 14@1 16 the week before. 
Open sales on ’Change foot up 21 cars 
and 10,000 bushels of No.1, with lower 
grades attracting no attention ; in all, 
some 40 cars, as against about 45 cars 
last week. May delivery has ruled 
about the same as cash seed, opening 
at $1 21% and appreciating to $1 24%. 
Reported transactions in this option 
have aggregated 321,000 bushels, as 
against 182,000 bushels at $1 19@1 22 
last week and 67,000 bushels at $1 18@ 
120% the week before. The volume 
of transactions has, it is true, been 
very large, but 100,000 bushels ma 
figure as 1,000,000, if re-sales are suf- 
ficiently frequent, as they certainly 
have been. There have been sales of 
a little February delivery (15,000 bush- 
els) at $118@1 18%, as against 5,000 
bushels last week at $1 15%; 5,000 
bushels of March brought $1 19%, and 
15,000 bushels of seed, to arrive, were 
exchanged for May at 1c premium for 
the latter. To-day’s market showed 
a@ decline in interest, trade coming 
almost to a stand still. Sellers offered 
No. 1 flax at $1 23 early, but later 
accepted $1 22%, at which most of the 
few sales were negotiated. This was 
fully 1c lower than the nominal clos- 
ing of yesterday. May seed was 
easier, selling at 4c below yesterday’s 
inside, and closing with sellers at 
$1 23%. . 

Oil Cake.—Crushers report another 
advance. The inquiry for export has 
been somewhat more active, and con- 
tinental purchasers are re-entering 
the market with firm bids, but at fig- 
ures not satisfactory to producers, 
particularly in view of the facts that 
seed is higher and that there is no 
accumulation of stocks. The local 
market may be quoted as firm at 
$22 75, with some of the heavy sellers 
anticipating an advance. The home 
demand for consumption eontinues 
active, Mealis quoted firm here at 
$24, a price which certainly indicates 
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confidence on the part of sellers. Di- 
rect export of cake from Chicago 
this week, officially reported, have 
been 283,105 pounds, as against 472,- 
800 pounds the week before. Total 
(official) exports since January 1, 1893. 
3,639,417 pounds as against 5,417,419 
pounds during the same period of last 
year. 


Oleo Oil.—Cable advices from Rot- 
terdam indicate a state of affairs ex- 
isting in Holland which is eminently 
satisfactory to the melters. The ad- 
vance which has been expected for the 
past two or three weeks has at length 
materialized. From an opening at 
69fl, the market rapidly rose to 75fl 
bid, with sales quickly following at 
76fl, and holders advancing their 
views to 80fl. This afternoon cables 
report report sales at 78fl, with 83f1 
demanded for some of the choicest 
brands. The same cablegram re- 
ported a sale of neutral 80fl. Sales for 
the period under review were esfi- 
mated at 8,000 tierces, as againstsome 
3,000 tierces the week before. The 
result has been that the large stocks 
in the hands of Holland importers, 
which have so long been a standing 
menace have been reduced to some 
9,000 tierces, fully one-third of which 
is being held under a limit order con- 
siderably above current quotations. 
Exports have been rather more lib- 
eral than had been anticipated. Those 
for this week foot up 4,239 tierces, as 
against 2,532 tierces last week. The 
local market exhibits little change. 
Moderate inquiry and steady but un- 
changed prices constitute its salient 
features. 


Cotlonseed Oil.—The market may 
be not improperly characterized as 
almost dead. The quotations given 
by sellers vary so widely from the 
ideas of buyers in regard to the 
profitable use of cottonseed oil, that 
the former are almostentirely indiffer- 
eut. Nominally, prices do not 
materially vary from those ruling at 
the sea board ; yet we hear ot of 
an offer of oil in this market by New 
York holders. This is interpreted as 
indicating that conditions have ob- 
tained in the east which imply a 
check to the disposition so long man- 
ifested, to}prefer eastern markets to 
those nearer tohome. Very little vil 
is coming in here except that which 
is being received for delivery on pre- 
existing contracts. 


Lard Oil.—The firm feoling which 
has prevailed for several weeks past 
corrinues and is in some respects, 
more pronounced thanever. All ani- 
mal fats are extraordinarily high. 
Cash lard sold to-day at 12%c fora 
round lot and May is quotable at 
about the same figure. At the same 
time, not much demand exists, and 
stocks are too light to admit of much 
business done. Greases remain at 
about the same prices as those which 
ruled a week ago: white commands 
8@8%c, yellow 6@7c and brown 54@ 
6c, Oleo stearine easly brings 12%@ 
13c. The result has been that extra 
oil has appreciated fully 3c, being 
held to-day at $1 05, with buyers rea- 
dy to take entire output, which is ra- 
ther limited. Extra No. 1 has ad- 
vanced to 80c, a gain of fully 3c. In- 
ferior grades, No. 1 and No. 2, are 
quoted at last week’s prices, i. e.,65@ 
67c for the former ann 60@62c for the 
latter. There are practically no of- 
ferings. 


Neatsfoot Oil.—Another upward 
movement, probably sympathetic, 
has been scored for this article. Pure 
is salable to day at 85@9U0c with a re- 
quest that certainly indicates thst to 
certain classes of consumers this an 
absolute necesity. No.1 remains at

Tallow Oil.—The crnde material 
shows no particular advanee, but ex- 
hibits more strength.

of rain 100 to 150 inches per annum 
occasionally at the latter station. 
Mr. Young recommends for adoption 
in the case of Nuwara Eliya and its 
neighborhood, the system which the 
Madras Forest Department has car- 
ried out in Ootacamund of planting 
large plots of eucalypts, especially 
blue gums, and Australian acacias, 
and whichare now valuable for pur- 
poses of shelter as well as for timber 
and fuel. The leaves and small twigs 
of the blue gum are also valuable as 
— an essential oil largely used 
n medicine and on the virtues of 
which, especially as a cure for rhu- 
matism, Mr. Young is quite enthusi- 
astic. Ifever the cultivation of cof- 
fee and cinchona revives in Ceylon, 
manure must be liberally applied to 
obtain the best results, ere, as on 
the Nilgiris, of course, only the best 
species, and best variety of hybrids 
will be employed; Ledgerianas, offi- 
cinalis, with magnifolia and other 
good hybrids are tested by results of 
alkaloids in the barks. At present, 
certainly we in Ceylon must give first 
and second place to Java and India 
in regard to cinchona culture. 

Having thus given a general idea 
of the contents of Mr, Young’s pam- 
phlet, we now proceed to take oven a 
few interesting extracts: 


Dodabetta is about three miles from 
the Ooty club; and is on the steep side 
of a hill overlooking the town. A 
friend took me up there one afternoon 
and we rode all over the place. It is 
planted with officinalis, or crown bark; 
with a few hybrids interspersed, and 
is a fairish cover, the trees being 
thinned out in many parts; they are 
well wore, strong and healthy, and 
I could not diseover a sickly or cank- 
ered tree. 


This garden was originally opened 
25 to 30 years ago, and the trees have 
all the appearance of their age, and 
are well grown and set. 

The soil and climate seemed to me 

erfect for this cultivation ;the former 

sadark rich friable loam of any 
depth, without the slightest sign of 
clay, or a stone anywhere about; and 


with all the appearance of what we’ 


call in Ceylon **Patnasoil.’’? The aver- 
age annual rainfall is about 50 inches. 

Mr. Lawson informed me that very 
recently at Dodabetta 12 acres of the 
crown bark, 25 years of age, were up- 
rooted and yielded 4,400 ibs dry bark 
per acre; the trees in question had 

een barked some 6 or 7 times, and 
the plot was the worst on the estate. 

Both the climatic conditions and 
soil at Naduvatam are similar to 
those already described at Dodabetta ; 
and are equally favorable to the 
growth of cinchona. 

The principal cultivated variety is 
succirubra; but pubescens mixed 
with a good many different species of 
hybrids is also in evidence, In fact I 
recognized most of the cinchonas 
grown in ourisland. There are some 
younger fields, but the principal 
part of the cultivated area consists 
of trees from 25 to 30 years old, which 
are beautifully grown with magnifi- 
eent stems, and form quite e forest, 
this being by far the finest show of 
cinchonas I have ever seen. There 
is nothing in Ceylon to equal the size 
or evenness of the trees, but of course 
it must be borne in mind that we 
possess none of the same age. 

What pleased me most was the ex- 
tremely healthy appearance of the 
trees which appeared to have taken a 
firm hold as if in their natural hab- 
itat; not a single cankered tree could 
I discover anywhere, though I 
searehed for one in every direction. 


The whole cultivated area is well 
roaded, and in excellent order, I 
was there during the dry season, and 
the weeds had mostly been carefully 
trenched or dug under, and the land 
had a highly cultivated appearance, 

Mr. Lawson told me that fourteen 
acres of 25 years old succirbras on 
the Naduvatam estate, which had 
been barked 7 or 8 times, rs on 
being coppiced 3,250 lbs. of dry bark 
per acre. The trees were on poor 
tn and many of them were 

ying. 

I had long and most interesting 
conversations with Mr. Lawson on 
cinchona cultivation, and got an 
immense amount of valuable inform- 
ation from him on the subject; but 
there were many points on which 
we did not agree, 


I explained that we had suffered 
most in Ceylon from canker, brought 
on by the excessive moisture of the 
climate; clayey, or damp soil, and 
consequent “‘wet feet.’ But this Mr. 
Lawson would not on any account 
agree to, and attributed canker in 
cinchona to poor soil and bad culti- 
vation. Canker, he says, can be sur- 
mounted, and almost invariably 
eradicated, provided the disease has 
not proceeded too far. 


Mr, Lawson considers that exces- 
sive moisture at the roots,amounting 
to “‘wet feet” has nothing to do with 
canker, and that it arises simply from 
poverty or exhaustion of the soil, and 
can, if taken in time. be destroyed by 
a thorough system of cultivation; 
moreover he is of opinion, that weeds 
do little or no harm to cinchona, and 
that it will be quite sufficient if they 
are cut down once during the twelve 
months. 

I told Mr. Lawson that I had never 
before heard of maturing cinchona; 
but he said it requires sustenance 
equally with any other plant, and 
that he preferred his system of 
manuring to ours of pitting or fork- 
ing in. 

I came away deeply imbued with 
the impression that the (quinine)map- 
ufactory in a commercial sense is not 
a success, and that it would never 
answer, or pay, to start a similar es- 
tablishment at Nuwara Eliya, as was 
at one time contemplated. 


Another point which exercised my 
mind nota little, was the idea that 
the febrifuge is not all, or nearly all 
of it, extracted from the bark. 
Whether this is owing to climate in- 
fluences, the water, or both, or 
whether it arises from insufficiency 
or weakness of the chemicals and ap- 
pliances used, I am unable to say; 
still I strongly hold to the opinion 
from all I saw and heard on the sub- 
ject, that nothing like the fullamount 
8 extracted from the raw material. 


I was told that on an average the 
factory extracts 3 to 4 percent. of 
quinine; considering therefore that 
the trees from which the bark has 
been harvested are 25 to 30 years old, 

erfectly healthy, and that the bark 
8 mostly renewed and very often is 
Crown bark, the average does seem 
absurdly low. 

I went into figures with Mr. Law- 
son as to the acreage under cinchona 
cultivation in Government hands, and 
into the approximate estimate of 
yield, were the whole to be coppiced, 
with the following result:

The Origin of Florida Phosphates. 


BY PROFESSOR COX. 


In my opinion the phosphate de- 
posits of Florida are dus to the min- 
eralization of an ancient guano. It 
is true that phosphorus in combina- 
tion with other elements is almost 
universally distributed. In the form 
of api tite, a crystalline phosphate of 
lime, it is found in crystalline rocks. 
In this from it no doubt owes its or- 
igin to waters holding phosphate of 
lime in solution. 

Phosphate of lime is also round in 
all arable soils. The analysis of fifty 
virgin soils made by Dr. Rober 
Peter, chemist to the Geological 
Survey of Kentucky, gave an aver- 
age of one-tenth of one per cent. of 
phosphoric acid. It is from the soil 
that all plants derive their phosphate 
of lime, and from plants all animals 
derive direct'y or indirectly, the 
phosphate of lime which constitutes 
the largest = of their bony struct- 
ure, and that is contained in their 
excretions. 

The extent and volume of the ex- 
crements of sea birds are illustrated 
by the immense deposits of guano 
that were found on many islands in 
the Pacific Ocean, off the rainless 
coasts of Chiliand Peru. These de- 
posits have been found more than 
100 ft. thick. The excrements of 
birds, therefore, furnish a source for 
an almost unlimited supply of phos- 
phate of lime, when the ‘conditions 
are favorable for their accumlation 
and preservation, Florida presented 
‘these conditions as the peninsula | 
first rose above the level of the sea, 
But here, unlike the islands of the 
Pacific, the guano was exposed to ex- | 
cessive rains which leached out the 
soluble mineral salts, and left the in- 
soluble phosphate of lime, which be. 
came hardened into stone by the or- 
dinary process of mineralization. 

The foundation rock forming the 
peninsula of Florida is an easily 
weathering limestone that belongs to

tion, and its horizor in the great 
rocky series of the earth’s crust is 
known to geologists as the eocene 
epoch. This eocene limestone, where 
it was subjected to_the action of 
various ocean movements, was worn 
and weathered into irregular shapes, 
and when elevated so as to be pro 
tected against the action of the sea it 
formed a os place for the in- 
numerable birds found in the region, 
aod provided a safe depository for 
their excretions. 

In the Anthony region the eocene 
limestone is excessively weathered 
into irregular shaped cones, and 
numerous potholes. These potholes 
vary from a few inches to ten feet or 
more in diameter, and from two or 
three to thirty or forty feet deep. 
They were undoubtedly formed just 
as potholes are forming now on the 
rocky shores of the ocean, lakes and 
rivers where a Joose stone has found 
lodgment in a small cavity, and is 
moved around by the water until it 
grinds out a hole, at the same time 
wearing itself away. All the inter- 
stices in the rock, as well as the pot- 
holes in the Anthony region, are filled 
with phosphate, As the bed of phos- 
phate leaves the limestone projec- 
tions it spreads out into the depres- 
sions. 

The sand which covers the phos- 
phate, or forms tbe overburden, and 
spreads over almost the entire pen 
insula of Florida, has, in my opinion, 
been blown over the state from the 
ocean and gulf beaches. I can find 
no evidence that the eocene lime- 
stone has been submerged since it 
was first elevated above the sea.

Fertilizers in Montserrat 


REPORT BY CONSULAR AGENT HANNAM. 


A few years ago many tons of 
Peruvian guano were annually im- 
ported into this island for use in 
stimulating the growth of sugar cane 
plant; but with the depression in the 
sugar market, which set in some eight 
or ten years since, the use of this 
gradually died out, and for some years 
no artificial manures were imported 
for this purpose. Last year, however, 
there was a slight return to the im- 
portation of foreign fertilizers, and 
the imports were as follows: About 
5% tons of sulphate of potash from 
the United Kingdom and 5 tons of 
superphosphate from  Barbadoes. 
These two items were, I believe, used 
entirely for the cure of blight in the 
lime plantations. ‘lhere were also 
imported from Barbadoes about 2% 
tons of sulphate of ammonia and 3 
tons of nitrate of soda. These were 
used on sugar plantations, and, I be- 
lieve, with results which satisfied the 
users. 

I believe that in the near future the 
use of these plant stimulants will be 
increased, as planters are beginning 
to awaken to a sense of their practical 
usefulness ; but the trade in them will 
require careful nursing and judicious 
handling. 

The points requiring most critical 
attention are practical demonstration 
of the kinds of fertilizers most suited 
to the soil and the cane plant, and I 
am of opinion that manufacturers de- 
siring to introduce unknown and un- 
tried articles in this department must 
offer liberal inducements in order to 
persuade planters to give thematrlal. 
The means best suited to this end 
should, I think, readily suggest them- 
selves to practical men.

Perfume in Flowers. 
BY E. MESNARD. 


The insufficient nature of the micro- 
chemical methods usualiy employed 
has so far prevented an exact knowl- 
edge being obtained of the manner in 
which the perfume of flowers is pro- 
duced. I have applied to this class 


of researches a general method which 
has served in the localization of fixed 
oils. The section being placed ina 
drop of pure glycerin is arranged 
upon a round cover glass, which, 
being then inverted, serves as a cover 
toa small chamber formed by ce- 
mentinga glass ring to an object 
slide. In the interior of the chamber 
is fixed another ring of smaller di- 
ameter and somewhat less in height, 
thus forming with the first an annu- 
lar space in which the reagent may 
be placed. By adopting this ar- 
rangement the light passing through 
the central part of the cell is not 
modified. The inner ring will fur- 
ther serve to support a very small 
cover glass, upon which sections may 
be arranged which require to be ex- 
posed to the action of the reagent for 
some length of time, as occasionally 
happens in the case of the fixed oils. 
The reagent invariably employed is 
pure hydrochloric acid, the hydrated 
vapors from which are readily ab- 
sorbed by the glycerin. In this way, 
by a gentle and easily regulated ac- 
tion, I obtain complete hydration of 
sections in the presence of an acid. 
When they have been exposed fora 
short time, the essential oils appear 
as minute spherical drops of a fine 
transparent golden yellow. If the 
action be prolonged the drops disap- 
pear, being transformed into diffusi- 
ple products. This tendency of the 
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globules is not seen in the fixed oils, 
so thatit provides a means of distin- 
guishing these two classes of pro- 
ducts, 

Jasmin.—In this flower the essence 
is situated in the row of epidermal 
cells.on the upper side of the petals 
and sepals. Some exist also in the 
corresponding layer on the under sur- 
face, where the sepals are colored by 
a violet pigment. If the evolution of 
the cell contents in flowers at differ- 
ent stages of development be followed, 
at first nothing but chloropbyll is 
found in the tissue; tannin appears 
next, or rather intermediate glucos- 
ides, difficult to identify by means of 
the ordinary tests for these sub- 
stances. These glucosides furnish 
the tannin and piemeuts of the lower 
surface of the sepals. The hydro- 
chloric acid vapors distinguished all 
the tannoid compounds intermediate 
between the chlorophyll and tannin 
or pigments on the one hand, and 
between the chlorophyll and essential 
oil on the other. he explanation of 
these facts seems to be as follows: 
Whereas upon the lower surface, 
which was exposed in the bud to the 
action of light and the oxygen of the 
air, the tannoid compounds were 
slowly oxidised and gave rise to 
tannin, upon the upper surface which 
was hidden in the bud these agencies 
were inoperative, and the same com- 
pounds were converted into essentia- 
oil, which oxidises in contact with the 
air and produces the sensation of per- 
fume. 

Roses.—The essence in roses is 
found in the papilliform epidermal 
cells on the upper surface of the petals, 
scarcely ever on the lower side. The 
origia of the essence is easily recog- 
nised as being the same as in the pre- 
ne case. The delicacy and the 
special odor of the essence furnished 
by each variety of rose seems to de- 
pend upon the more or less complete 
transformation of the intermediate 
tannoid compounds derived from the 
chlorophyll. 

Violets.—The essence is here 
similarly situated. It is necess- 
ary, however, before applying re- 
agents to the sections in this 
instance to immerse them in tung- 
state of sodium solution for some 
minutes, in order to precipitate the 
tannin. The essential oil then ap- 
pears bright red. 

Tuberose.—In this case, the essen 
tial ofl is found upon the lower sur 
face of different parts of the perianth. 
The intermediate cells contain a fixed 
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oil. Tannin is: scarcely perceptible. 
Here then, in consequence of the 
abundance of chlorophyll in the first 
place, of the almost complete absence 
of tannin, and also, probably, of the 
presence of fized oil which has swept 
it towards the periphery, the essen- 
tial oil is carried towards the lower 
surface. The intense odor of the 
tuberose only commences to reveal 
itself when the oil is enabled to form 
itself into small drops under the in- 
fluence of the reagent. 


Orange.—The reagent discloses the 
presence of several distinct essences 
in orange blossoms. First there is 
that of the secretory sacs which occur 
on the lower surface of the petals or 
sepals. This is not essence of neroli, 
asis generally supposed, but an es- 
sence analagous to that of petit grain. 
By skilfully eliminating these sacs in 
an unopened bud, the agreeable odor 
of the flower when it afterwards ex- 
pands is in no degree injured. Es- 
sential oilis still found in the epid- 
ermis on both surfaces of the petals, 
and likewise upon the periphery of 
the petaloid filaments of the stamens. 
By systematically preventing, in va- 
rious ways, the liberation of the per- 
fume in these different regions, I 
have been able to assure myself that 
the odor from the upper surface of 
the petals alone corresponds to the 
finest neroli. The odor of the flower 
then is a mixture, 

The conclusions to be drawn from 
these researches are: 

1, That the essential oil is generally 
found localised in the epidermal cells 
of the upper surface of the petals or 
sepals, though it may exist upon both 
surfaces, especially if the floral organs 
are completely hidden in the bud. 
The lower surface ey contains 
tannin or piemente derived from it.

Thechlorophyll, 
being thus diverted from its original 
purpose, may be transformed into 
permanent tannoid compounds orinto 
essential oils, 

3. The liberation of perfume in the 
flower only becomes perceptible when 
the essential oil is sufficiently freed 
from the intermediate compounds 
which have given rise to it. Its for- 
mation isto some extent in inverse 
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proportion to that of the tannin and 
pigments in the flower. This will ex- 
plain why flowers with green petals 
possesses no odor, why white flowers 
or roses are most frequently odorifer- 
ous, why the composite which are so 
richin tannin have a characteristic 
disagreeable odor, and why the culti- 
vated white lilac and forced roses ac- 
quire a very fine perfume.

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2. THe Lamp. 


Is it dirty? Has it been emptied re- 
cently? Every lamp should be emptied 
completely once a week, and always be- 
fore putting in a new wick. 

Is your lamp filled frequently? Lamps 
should be filled every day, so that you 
may begin the work of the evening with 
a full fount, 


3. THe Burner, 


Is the burner clean? The life of the 
flame is the air it sucks through the 
holes in the disk around the wick tube. 
If the flame is smoky, see whether these 
holes are clogged or gummed. If 80, 
boil the entire burner for a few moments 
in sal-soda water. 


4, TRIMMING 


Does the wick need to be trimmed? 
If yes, do not scrape it off; this hurts 
the wick and fills the burner with soot, 
Cut it evenly across the top and slightly on 
the corners. 

Trim the wick every day. Putina 
new wickonce a month. The expense of 
a new wick is trifling. Dry a new wick 
thoroughly before putting it in the lamp.
